Another Storm Tuesday; 
No Hail Damage Reported 


Another thunder and lightning 
storm, which lasted several hours, 
raged over this area Tuesday evening 
but after numerous phone calls to 
various districts no hail damage was 
reported, This marks another in a 
series of storms which have passed 
over or around the area protected by 
hail suppressors, 

Information at hand reveals that 
of the 340,000 acres within the tar- 
get area, only one small part, a two- 
mile wide strip north of Carstairs, 
has suffered what could be called 
heavy damage. Loss in the area was 
estimated at from 5 to 30%. 

Most districts to the west, south 
and north of the covered area have 
suffered damage up to 100% in many
